S HE graft epidemic, which nor rages throughout the conntiy 
and has also made fearful inrostM in Milwaukee is nothing 
new, nor ctn it be cured by grand jury investigationa alooa. 

Even 4000 yean ago there was gr.it and boodle among 
the Egy^ans—so say the <Ad nap^ whioh were found la 
the ancient Egyptian city of the dead. Titie city of the dead iteelf wM 
a mst of boodlen and i^bera, worse tlian the eonnty board of Mil¬ 
waukee. Even reeder of Or.wk history knows, iDoreomr, that .Athene 
end Sparta fell through boodle and graft. How common graft -war 
even during the heat e^och of the Roman Republic, we are informed 
by every Roman hiatonan. In the time of the Caeaan boodle grew to 
gigantic praportinns. When the barbariana made their irrnptlona, ro^ 
bery, rape and murder -were matters of oonne. Dnring all the middla 
ages the ri^t of might was law. The prondeet lines of feodal prinooi 
and lords all over Enrope sprang directly from common robben and 
highwaymen. 

And every reader of chnrch hisory kxiows how clever were the 
Roman CstboUe clergy of the middle ages in tha fine art of graft The 
oonseqnenoa was that some of the most pious kings and princes found 
themadvss repeatedly compelled to get back from the hoty chnrch by 
force the spoil it had won by fraud. In fact the so-called reformation 
was st lesst ss much an economic as a religions revolution. 

The Reformation brought to the front the absolnte power at iha 
kings, and with it went ban-) in band opprresion, robbeq' and tha rule 
of mistresaea. Graft was cstshliabed on a somewhat more modern haaia 
in England, where the people had regmned a certain degree of liberty 
shout s hnndrsd years sooner than in other countries, NeverthelsM 
we find that hrib^, corruption and exploitation -was naves worse in 
any country or in any a^ than in England in the 18tb centniy un¬ 
der the government of Walpole and his friends. And ss is prov^ by 
the recent army scandals, which have just been discovered, gndtiiig is 
not badly done in the Groat Britain of today. Even .Dave Rosa will 
admit as much.

“B. Growing predominance and increasing elfectiicness of the 
laws governing production of commodities. Unbridird ompetition. 
Contradiction between socializnl organisation in the individual fac¬ 
tory, and anarchy in prodnetion aa a whole.” 

' "C. On the one hand, perfecting of machinery, m i 'e by oc'.npe- 

tition compulsory for each individual manufacturer, and lomplcmcnt- 
«! by n constantly growing displacement of laborers. InJutIrial re- 
terre army. On the other hand, unlimited extension of prooduction, 
also compulsory under eoi ' .ition, for,every manufacturer. On both 
sides, qnneard of development of the productive forces. c,Tcess of sup¬ 
ply over demand, over-production, glutting of the markets, crises every 
ten rears, the vicious circle of excess here, of means of production and 
produeU, and excess there of InWers without eraploynient and with¬ 
out means of existence. But these two levers nf production and of
